The will of the late GeorKe R. Lyon 
waa probated in county court Monday 
morning and it shows among other 
things that the Presbyterian church 
and McAlister hospital each have 
been remember d to the extent of 
$1,000 by Mr. Lyon. The remainder 
of the estate goes to Immediate rela- 
tives. \ 

The petition filed in the court pro- 
ceedings some time ago showed an 
estimated value of $135,000 in real es- 
tate and $40,000 in personal property. 

The bulk of the wealthy man's es- 
tate goes to his sons, Charles and \Vm. 
the widow, of course getting her share. 
But, in the total, the sons apparently 
gets the major, portion of the estate 
left by Mr. Lyon and besides, the G. R. 
Lpon & Sons' business, including stock, 
was turne(} over to the sons some time 
ago according to information just out. 
It developfi*^hut the business ond books 
have been run in the sons* names for 
some time, which showed that the 
father had relinquished active connec- 
tions with the store for a long time,

Aflat rateof $1.75 a hundred pounds 
for winter milk, with O' premium of 10 
cents a hundred for all milk'testing 3.8 
percent or better in butter fat, was 
the offer made by the Borden company 
to the milk producers of the Richmond 
district Monday, the contract day. [ 
Farmers generally were disapprinted , 
and dissatisfied with the price offered : 

and practically all of them refused to Naturalization Officals in Last 

sign contracts. 

The price demanded by the Milk Pro- 
ducers' association is $1.92i per hun- 
dred pounds. This' is based on milk 
testing 3.5 per cent butter fat; with a 
four-cent premium foreacK tenth ex- 
ceeding and a corresponding reduction 
for each tenth below. ■ , 

The Borden price, while higher than 
last year, is under the scale ofTered'2 
years ago. Farmers declare they must 
receive more money ^for their milk be- 
cause stock is higher and the expected 
shortage . in grain . and corn will send 
feed prices soaring. 

With the Borden offer Monday went 
a letter to the dairymen which reads: 
"Should conditions arise which warrant 
an adjustment of these prices, the com-

The letter of Mav 29 was the one 
which informed the formers that the 
company was mailing checks covering 
an additional six cents per hundred 
pounds for May milk, stating as the 
reason that other companies were pay- 
ing more for milk shipped to Chicago 
and the Borden company proposed to _ 
protect its loyal dairymen. The policy I 
was followed during the summer. An 
advance of six cents was paid for nach 
month except June, when the advance 
was 16 cents. 

Dairymen, iiowever, do not look with 
favor on the policy of the Borden com- 
pany and say that the only reason they 
boosted their price over their first offer 
last spring and paid a bonus for sum- 
mer milk was becfause they were forced 
to take some action favorable to the 
farmers in order to hold their patrons, 
many of whom deserted and 
with other companies which offered 
hifiher prices. Formers interpret the 
letter issued by the company to mean 
that It will pay more money if it is 
forced to and it is evident the produc- 
ers intend to do a little forcing, for 
very few of, the patrons of the 
Borden plants in this vicinity are sign- 
ing and declare they will withhold their 
signatures to contract until a better 
price is quoted for winter milk.

September 27, no second papers can be 
secured on first papers issued prior to 
September 27, 1906. 

In other words any man who secured 
his first papers prior to Sept. 27, 190G, 
has 3 more days in which to become a 
full Hedged citizen and if he fails to do 
so in that time, he will have to begin 
all over attain and make his declaration 
of intention and then wait the prescrib- 
ed length of time before securing his 
second papers. 

Although the law went into effect 
seven years ago and notice at that time 
was furnished as to its provisions, hun- 
dreds of men have failed to secure 
their .second papers and will have to do 
60 immediately in order to prevent their 
declaration of intention from becoming 
void. 

The naturalization department is tak- 
ing groat pains to properly inform all 
, officials having the issuine of naturaliz- 
signed mjon papers in charge, as to the details 
of the new law in order to prevent mis- 
takes and the clerks of courts through- 
out the country are being cautioned to 
watch closely the date of all first papers 
presented as ubasis for full citizen.ship. 

Tightening up the naturalization laws 
has been marked during the past few 
years. Previously a man could vote on 
his first papers and thousands of citizens 
simply made their declaration of inten- 
.tion and then foruot all about it. 

In 1912 a law went into effect requir- 
ing a man to be a full-fiedged citizen in 
order to enjoy the right of suffrage and 
this caused a general rush tonaturaUza- 
tion headquarters. Many men . were 
found at that time who had voted for 
years on their first papers but were 
compelled to secure their second/papers 
or lose the right to vote. 

Now the naturalization authorities 
have tightened still further the condi- 
tions under which citizenship may be 
secured and after next Saturday a dec- 
laration of intention becomes void if 
not not exercised as a means of secur- 
ing full citizenship papers inside of 
seven years.

According to an affidavit which Mr. 
Farwell made and which is now in pos- 
session of the Board of Reviexv. Mr. 
Farwell furnished the assessor with a 
detailed statement of his personal as- 
sets, going into every little detail to 
show where his holdings were and to 
show what incumbrance exist on his 
property. It showed incumbrances ag- 
gregating $-100,000 in notes, etc., hence 
he contended and the Board of Review 
believes he is right, that he should not 

be given the $200,000 raise which As- 
Bt'ssor Appleton handed him. The 
board accordingly made plans reducing 
his assessment proportionate to his as- 
sets as filed in his affidavit. 

Another instance is that of E. A. 
Russell who had been raised up to 
$25,000 assessed valuation. The Board 
has reduced his assessments §10.000 for 
the some reason— that they believed he 
was arbitrarily raised.

Farmers Arc Going to form a Protective 
Orcanization Ihis Winter 

Farmers residing along the lake shore 
to the north of the city are making 
arrangements for the formation of a 
Farmers* Protective organization to 
protect their crops from being stolen. 
It is alleged that in the past ten days 
thieves from Kenosha and Racine have 
invafled the farms along the lake shore 
and hnvi! stolen produce to the value of 
hundreds if not thousands of dollars. 
One farmer has reported that no less 
than two acres of his potatoes have 
been dug up and stolen while thefts of 



The binding over to the grand jury of 
J. K. Orvis, well known Waukegan at- 
torney, in bonds of $1,000 on the charge 
of wife abandonment, is, no doubt, the 
beginning of what may develop into 
one of the most sensational cases that 
city has hod, in foce of the develop- 
ments which may come from it. 

The hearing before Justice VWelch 
was held Saturday, but the justice re- 
served his decision until Monday when 
he announced he had decided to hold 
Mr. Orvis to the grand jurv, this decis- 
ion being made, despite the fact that 
State's Attorney Dady, who prosecuted 
the case, openly stated in court after 
hearing the evidence which proved 
Orvis had not denied his wife any com- 
forts of her home, did not believe the 
case Avas one requiring criminal action 
but that if any were started it should 
be a civil suit for separate maintenance 
rather than a criminal action. 

The justice, however, despite this 
statement of the prosecutor, bound the 
well known attorney over and thus be- 
gins what is sure to be a hard-fought 
case, providing it ever comes to trial. 
Just how it will come to trial or just 
how a grand jury will indict Orvis in 
face of the prosecutor openly stating 
before the justice passed on the case 
that he did not consider the evidence 
sufficient, is hard to. understand. 

If Mr. Dady feels as lie does when 
the grand jury sits, why he merely will 
tell the jury that he has insufficient 



evidence to ask for an indictment and 
thWt will end the injustice court case.

Tho very fact that all of this life la 
BO precisely like tho life of tho Fast 
Bide eight or ten years ago naturally 
makes one curious to understand 
What has become of the Inlluenco of 
the public schools, tho playground 
centers, tho sottloraents. and all the 
other Innumerable philanthropic char- 
itablo and educational Institutions 
Which havo been established there 
for many years. As one walks through 
the streets there are few. If any. evi- 
dences of progress. It Is still an or- 
thodox Jewry. Ten years ago thou- 
sands upon thousands of boys and 
Rlrls. young men and young women, 
were looked upon as "Americans in 
process." One naturally asks what 
has become of the Americans or what 
has happened to the process. 

In tho answer to this question lies 
one more of the interesting features 
of this situation. The lower East 
Bide is In the nature of a great hu- 
man sieve. Hero tho Immigrants 
come and locate immediately they 
have landed, for in this Ghetto they 
nnu a life in outward semblance sim- 
ilar to the life of tho Ghettos they 
have left in Europe. Every one 
speaks Yiddish and consequently Ig. 
nornncfl of English Is no drawback. 
Jewish customs prevail. The pre- 
vailing atmosphere Is Jewish. Here 
they are at home. Tho schools, the 
settlements, and tho social centers 
are open to their children, who aro 
never slow to avail themselves of the 
advantages and opportunities ofTcred 
them. But as soon as the younger 
generation has secured ever so slight 
a foothold, they are seized with the 
desire to move "up-town," so thoy go 
to tho Bronic. to East New York or 
to Brownsville, making place for the 
more recent arrivals from Europe 
Thus It Is that the East side while 
composed of a different population, Is 
St the same; while changing It Is 
Btlll unchanged. Tho flux of life 
Which continues month after month 
expels from Its borders those who 
ave become slightly Americanized.

This 
practically broke tho backbone of the 
pickpocket ring for Jostling Is essen- 
tial to tho successful operation of 
pickpocketing on the part of novices. 
The old-time Fagin no longer exists 
and the youth of tho East aide Jiave 
learned that pooketplcklng does not 
pay. Gambling exists because gam- 
bling will always exist In a Jewish 
population.

HOUSE ADOPTS MEASURE WITH- 
OUT ESSENTIAL CHANGE. 



, Albany. N. Y., SepL 22.— Following 
tho conclusion of tho Becond aeaBlon 
of tho high court of Impeuchmont con- 
vened to dotormhiG the fltnosd of 'Wil- 
liam Sulzor to continuo ns governor 
of Now York two Important pointa 
seem to bo ostnbllshed. 

The Orst la that it la tho purpoao 
of thfl 43 senntore and nlno appeala 
Judgoa aittlne In Judgment on the In- 
dictment returned against Mr. Sulxer 
by tho atnte assembly, to prevent eva- 
plon of tho main Ibsuo Involved In the 
Xiroceodlng and that all legal technl- 
calUloa, even when based upon the 
fundamental rights of the accused gov- 
crnor to seek vindication, shall bo 
swept aeldo In order to arrive at hia 
cullt or Innocence. 

Tho second development of Friday 
boro only collateral relation to the 
undertakings of the high court. The 
Buspcnded governor himself provided 
It by recognizing Martin H, Glynn, tho 
lieutenant governor, as the acting gov- 
ernor of the atnte. 

Mr. Sulzer, who did not appear be- 
fore the high court or In the regular 
ofllce of tho governor, delegated his 
necretary, Mr. Piatt, to advise Mr. 
Glynn of his decision to refrain from 
performing further the acts or the 
executive until his fate shall have 
been determined by tho high court of 
Impeachment. 

In a letter to Mr. Glynn, who occu- 
pied the temporary ofllces provided 
for him by the legislature following 
the refusal of Mr. Sulzer to abdicate 
on his indictment by the assembly, 
Mr. Piatt turned over to tho acting 
governor papers relating to ponding 
extradition proceedings and documents 
concerning prisoners whose terms are 
nbout to explro through commutation 
of sentence. 

In ills letter to Lieutenant Governor 
Glynn Mr. Sulzer explains that ho 
had taken such action because of re- 
cent decisions of the supreme court 
that the "executive functions should 
bo performed by yourself as acting 
Governor." 

Tho version furnished by Mr. Sul- 
r.er's supportere Is that In recognizing 
tho right of Mr. Glynn to exercise the 
duties of governor ponding the im- 
peachment trial he was actuated sole- 
ly by a desire to promote tho business 
of tho state govomment, which has I 
been virtually at a standstill since Mr. 
Bulzer was Indicted on August 15. 

Couneel for Sulzer lost tho first 
pklrmlsh In a legal battle to prevent 
the ficcused executive from coming 
to trial. Their objections to permit- 
ting four senators to sit as members 
of the court wctq overruled. 

William Sulzer, governor of New 
^ork, charged by the assembly with 
high crimes and misdemeanors, failed 
to appear In person before the high 
■court of Impeachment when It con- 
vened Thursday to begin the trial 
^hich will determine his guilt or In- 
nocence. Instead, his attorneys en- 
tered a "special appearance" In the 
governor's behalf and challenged the 
organization of the court and its Juris- 
diction over the accused. 

The assembly at night adopted a 
resolution offered by Majority Loader 
Levy calling for tho arrest of James 
C. Garrison for alleged contempt In 
refusing to answer questions before 
the Judiciary committee concerning 
Btatements attributed to him- to the 
effect that money was used to Influ- 
once votes of certain members' in 
bringing about tho Impeachment of 
Governor Sulzer. 



Admlnlearatlon Act WIna by Vote of 

286 to B4 — Now Goei to Senate 

for Action, 

Washington, Sept. 20.— Tho Glnafr 
Owen currency bill passed tho houso 
on Thursday by tho overwhelming 
TOto of 2S6 to 84. 

The final vote brought a number of 
Republicans to tho aupport of tho ad- 
ministration measure. Twenty-four 
Republicans voted for tho bill and 
three Democrats voted against U. 

Tho measure now goes to tho sen- 
ate, whero n long consideration beforo 
the banking committee awalta it. 

Representative Wlngo of Arkansna 
demanded a record vote on tho ao- 
callcd gold standard amendment, and 
on a division 165 Democrats and Ue- 
publlcans voted for It and 45 Demo- 
crats voted against It. A roll call 
was ordered, which changed the vote 
to 298 In favor of the amendment to 
63 against It. All those voting "no" 
were Domocrata. 

The ProgreBslvoa offered a motion 
to recommit tho hill to tho committee, 
wHh InBtructions to Incorporate a 
provision to prohibit Interlocking dl- 
reetorates In national banks. It waa 
defeated, 206 to 71. 

After much parliamentary Jockey- 
ing, Progressive Leader Murdock 
Bucceedcd in forcing a roll call on 
another motion to recommit and that 
disclosed a voto of 2GQ to 100 against 
It. 

A burst of npplauso greeted tho 
passage of tho bill. Tho three Demo- 
crats who voted against It were Callo- 
way, Elder and Witherspoon.

Chicago. SopL 24.— An "educational 
fund" of $G0O,000 will bo oxpondod by 
the American Moat Packers' aaspolo^ 
lion In an attempt to Induce farmers 
to ralso beef cattle and thuo cut down 
tho high coat of living and avert a 
threatened famine In boof. 

This was decided by the meat pack- 
ers on Monday at their annual conven- 
tion, on the motion of Gustav Blachotf, 
Sr..'of tho Indopondoni Packing com- 
pany, SL Louis, president of tho or- 
gnnlzntlon. 

In making his motion for tho crea- 
tion of an educational fund Mr. Blach- 
off pointed out tliat tho farmers are 
not raising beef c'attlo because they do 
not conalder It profitable. 

"What tho farmers of the country 
need la education along the lines of 
how to operate their farms," said Mr. 
Blschoff. "They Imagine that tho only 
way they can make 'both ends meet* la 
to raise an abundance of grains and 
feed no beef cattle. 

"As a matter of fact, there Is not a 
farmer In the land who could not 
ralso a few beef cattle to good advan- 
tage. What tho farmera ijieed Is edu- 
cation. With this in mind, I move 
that a fund of $100,000 a year ho voted 
for a period of five years, to be ox- 
ponded among tho farmers In a cam- 
paign of education. UntU the farraora 
ralne cattle for boof, the prlco of moat 
cannot bo lowered. As long as the sup- 
ply Is scant tho prlco must of necea- 
slty be high." 

The motion to create tho $500,000 
educational fund was carried by unanl- 
mouB voto, and President Blachotf will 
appoint a committee to dovlao ways 
and means for carrying on this work. 
Another packer who held tho farmer 
responsible for the high cost of meats 
was Charles F. Kamrath of Spokane. 
Wash. 

"If every farmer could be Induced to 
raise ono or two beefsteors, tho high 
coat of meats would bo almost solved," 
he said. 

M. A. Traylor. vj co-president of the 
National Stock Yarda National bank. 
East St. Louis, 111., recommended that 
banks be empowered to loan money on 
future cattle shipments, tho same aa 
they now do on grain crops. 

James S. Agar, chairman of a apo- 
clal committee appointed "at tho last 
eesslon of tho association to confer 
with government ofllclala as to tho 
cauae of the high price of meats, as- 
Bortcd that meats wore sold at a hlRb

Hut after all the cavil and false- 
hood pro and con regarding enormous 
serpents of the ocean, a residue of 
truth remains In some of the tales of 
the sea serpent's appearance that 
cauBo the present day scientists to 
shrug their shoulders. Some of tha 
reports of tho monster nro not easily 
explained aw^ay^ and in the early part 
of tho nineteenth century so niany 
reputable witnesses are said to have 
beheld It that oven the conservative 
Encyclopedia Drltannlca admits that 
Eomo strango sea monster must' have 
existed and put In his appearance at 
that time. So many times did the sea 
serpent show Itself oft the Now Eng- 
land coast that It gained for Itself tha 
name of the "American aea serpent," 
and so many sturdy old Puritans tes- 
tified to Its general shape, slzo and 
appearance that a pretty good Idea 
has been gained of the kind of animal 
that showed Itself. According to most 
descriptions, the sea serpent was 
about GO feet long, dark In color, but 
lighter below. In tho manner of an eel. 
with a flat head and a neck about IS 
Inches In diameter. 

An English naval ofllcor, Captain 
McQuhal, of H. M. S. Daedalus, In- 
sorted In his ofilclal report to Admiral 
Sir \V. H. Gage In 18-15 the statement 
that he had seen an animal of this 
description rapidly approaching hla 
ship In 24 degrees 44 minutes south 
latitude by degrees 22 minutes east 
longlturo. Ho described It as an 
"onorraouB serpent," with Us head 
raised about four feet above tho water, 
swimming along at nn oven and 
speedy rate and at least CO feet la 
length, 

CapUiIn McQuhaVs account encour- 
aged other ofilcers to tell of similar 
experiences, where previously they 
had nbt dared for fear of ridicule. The 
sea serpent has appeared toy often 
to mention In detail, but In 1905 It was 
reported by Messrs, Meade-Waldo and 
NIcall, two members of tho Royal Zo- 
ological socloty. who Insist that they 
saw- tho sea serpent 100 yards awaj 
while cruising In tho. earl of Craw- 
ford's yacht, tho Valhalla, off the coast 
of Brazil, on December 7, 1905. 

WhIlo standing together on deck the 
two zoologists dpclaro that suddenly 
they saw a great fin come out of the 
water 100 yards from the ship. Field 
glasses were brought to bear, and Mr. 
Meade-Waldo beheld an enormous 
head rise slowly, followed by a neck 
that was about tho thickness of a 
man's body. Tho head, the zoologists 
say, was distinctly turtle-eaquo In Its 
appearance, but, as tho animal camo 
no nearer and shortly disappeared, Its 
oxact sizQ .could not be ascertained. 

A long flock of birds skimming Ibo 
waves ,once gave tho effect ' of a 
mightly serpent swimming at conald- 
orablo speed, and trailing seaweed 
has been approached and oven har- 
pooned In tho belief that It was a ser- 
pent Giant squid, which are as fear- 
ful and wonderful as tho sorpent It- 
self, have been mistaken for the latter, 
and It la probable that the serpent al- 
leged to have boon seen by Glaus 
Egede was of this variety. 

In fact, In splto of all the ridicule 
and all the hbaxos that have been 
given forth. In the name of this strange 
animal, there Is no reason after all to 
deny that It may be living. Holder haa 
commented on the fact that the bi- 
valves of tho Mesozolc ago have been 
preserved to the present time. Why 
then la It not possible for Mother 
Earth to have stored In her sea cav- 
erns some uncouth, cretaceous mon- 
ster that occasionally shows Itself, 
and each tlmo elicits the well-known 



New Yorlj,— "Lieut. Milling haa bo- 
come ono of tho foremost aviators of 
the world," said Mnj.

established a now American endurance 
record for pilot and passenger, as well 
as a new American distance record 
for pilot and passenger and that they 
came within 12 minutes of tho world's 
record for endurance.

Tho report,. in part, says: 

"In going from Texas City to San 
Antonio left tho ground at 2:15 p. m. 
March 28. 1913. In an east wind of 25 
mllea an hour. After circling the field 
for five minutes and attaining an alti- 
tude of 900 feet, started for San An- 
tonlo. It was originally Intended to 



make the flight by compass, verifying 
the course by prominent points. How- 
ever, the air was extremely rough and 
so hazy that objects over two miles 
away could not be distinguished. Ac- 
cordingly, after following a compass 
course west until the Santa Fe rail- 
road was reached, at a point of five 
miles east of Algao, It was determined 
to follow this. Tho route followed 
passed through Algao, Areola, Rich- 
mond, Eagle Lake. Columbus, Flatonla 
and Lulling to Fort Sam Houston. Wo 
arrived over Fort Sam Houston at 5:35 
p. m. and continued circling the field 
until 6:37, when we landed. The to- 
tat distance over tho route followed 
Is 224 miles, making an average ve- 
locity of 68.9 miles an hour. The total 
time In air was four hours and 22 min 
utea. 

"Minor repairs were made March 
29, 1913, and it was Intended to start 
back March 30. when weather condi- 
tions 'Were unusually good, but the 
preliminary trial flight demonstrated 
the weakness of ono skid and the re- 
turn was postponed until March 31. 
The start was mado on this date at 
1:29 p. m. in a south-southeast wind 
of 20 miles an hour, which afterward 
shifted Into south. The route follow- 
ed was the same aa In going over and 
'the landing was made at Texas City at 
5:17 p. m, Tho total tome In air was 
three' hours and 67 minutes; the av- 
erage velocity. 5G miles per hour. 

"The return trip demonstrated anew 
the nccesalty for having excess power. 
<'ur specifications seom severe and 
would Insure sufllclent power under, 
Ideal weather conditions, but with a 
heavily laden machine and rough 
weather — the conditions we might
